sent day. A message as applicable to 
the adaptation of the charter com- 
posed by the UNCIO in 1945 as it 
was to the proposed Constitution of 

the United States in 1788. 

These are the words of Jonathan 
Smith, Berkshire farmer: “Shall 
we throw the Constitution over- 
board because it does not please us 
all alike? Suppose two or three of 
you had been at the pains to break 
a piece cf rough land and sow it 
with wheat; would you let it lie 
waste because you could not agree 
what sort of a fence to make? 
Would it not be better to put up 
2 fence that did not please every- 
one’s fancy, rathey than keep dis- 
puting about it until the wild beasts 
came in and devoured the crop? 
Some centlemen say, ‘Don’t be in a 
hurry; take time to consider,’ I say, 
There is a time to sow and atime 
to reap. We sowed our seed when 
we sent men to the Federal Con- 
vention, now is the time to reap the 
fruit of our labour; and if we do 
not do it, I am afraid we shall ney- 
er have another opportunity.” 

It would be well if the United 
States Senate and the responsible 
sovernmental agencies of the other 
nations of the UNCIO followed the 
advice of the Berkshire farmer and 
speedily and unanimously adopt the 

charter wriiten by the UNCIO. It
